llow would War suit them 



To judge from tbo tone of the small- 
er fry^of tho Amorioan presB, ono would 
bo led to conclude that Uncle Sam would 
just as Boon aa not broak a lance with 
John Ball, and the game of bluff played 
by the formor In regard to the Alabama 
affair might lead some into tho belief 
that euch ie really the case. But it is 
when one pushes aside tho ortiGcial 
front, for Undo Sam is a bit of a bragg- 
adocio, that all this is discovered to be 
more bluster. Wo have before us an 
American work in which tho following 
prssago oooara : — 

"Hot only is our Davy Email, but it 
is shockingly inefficient. The annual re- 
port of tho Secretary of the, navy|forl870 
contains a report mado by tho Naval 
Board of Examiners, who any that our 
navy is in a «lumentablo condition* as 
to ships, and that wo hnvo not a singlo 
vessel fit 'to oruise in war with an impu- 
nity commonsurato with her 
class,' This implies that some of thorn 
might make a respectable fight when 
attacked, but that not one could go 
out to sea and overtake a first class 
British or Frerich veBeel of the same 
Bize, with any hope of takiug bor. Ttio 
tailing and lighting qualities aro not 
combined as they should bo. Tho Naval 
Board of. Examiners consisted of Ad- 
miral (roldbbarough, Commodore Boggi 
and Isaac Newton, and tho two firfit 
aremenotbigb reputition. In his ofli^ 
cial report for~IS70, Admiral Porter ex 
pregeeB himself to the same effoot. 

Not only wore their sweeping con- 
demnations of the navy presented to 
Congress by Secretary Eobeson without 
a question of their accuracy, but in nei- 
ther Houeo of Congress did anybody 
venture to raieo any question ; and 
Secretary Bobeson in his own report 
confirms tho statements. Ho Baid that 
wo Lavo not one first class eea-goiug 
ironolad nor one Bwift ctuisor fit to 
overtake aud fight Bach a .veBsel as the 
Alabama. Ho used tho following lan- 
guage in 1869 : 

It ia the habit of every foreign nation 
making any pretension to maritime power, to 
keep on every station one or more poworlul 
•ea-going broadside ironcladp, againBt tie 
the force of which oar wooden veBselg on t be 
game station would be powerless. In the 
evert of a war, our ships would ba uselessly 
sacrificed, or obliged to find sifetyin neutral 
ports, or abandoning the sea Bad leaving 
onr commerce to it a ht", to saek on our 
own shores the proteition of onr moDit:rs and 
forts. Ii is nol doatted thtt any war with 
a foreign enemy mu*t be a maritime one. 
The American people art accuitamed loeuc- 
ce6S on the ooean, and they would have lit- 
tle cause and lets inclination to forgive apo!- 
ioy which, at the fir* t sign of a foreign war, 
sett our navy hurrying ignomiDiously to our 
■tarei. 

Yet wehave n(t, attbistime, ODaoy foreign 
Station a squadron wbosecombinedlorce would 
avail for a day sgBinstthe powerlul eea-gc- 
ing iroDclads whioh ooth England|and France 
baveon the same stations.' 

Now, is it within the range of probability 
that ft nation, with such facta as tbese before 
it, would court an open rupture with a fim- 
class power like Great Britaiu, a power ad« 
mittedly possessing such enormous advantages 
at sea, when it is acknowledged that the war 
must be a maritime one ? No. Uncle Sam 
wants no war. Least of all does ho want a 
war with John Bull. Uo is not a coward; but 
ho is not ft fool. Whatever bluster may have 
been put on in connection with tho Alabntntt 
affair ia bluster, aud nothing moro. Not only 
does Uncle Sam not desire war with John 
Bull because of conscious inability to copo 
with him at sea. Kis better natuie revolts at 
the idea of such a war; and if one could get a 
peep right down into his heart, .through nil the 
maze o.' party, political wire pulling, it would 
be seen that he is no less earnest than John 
Ball in desiring that the relations between 
the two should be placed on a basis of endur- 
ing friendship. 

The Railway aud the Treaty. 

A few days ago we published the following 
Ottawa dispatch: — "The correspondence in 
regard to the fishery question, laid before the 
Parliamedt to-day, discloses the fact that tho 
Canadian Government strenuously objected to 
the fishery clauses in the Treaty cf Washing- 
ton, and eventually agreed to waive their oh- 
jectionu in consideration of tbo British Govern- 
ment guaranteeing the Canadian loan of £2.- 
500.000 sterling, to bo applied to tho con- 
atruction of tho Canadian Pucific Railway and 
the eitonBion of tho canal system," In our 
Observations on it wo expressed the belie, 
that "there must bo ft mistake in the figures.'' 
It turns out that thero was a mistake in tho 
figures, as will bo seen from the following 
telogram, which reached this oflico vosterday :— 
"London, April 20— In tho House of Com. 
none, Gladstone, replying to ft question put 
by Jenkinson, said tho Imperial Government 
had agreod to guarantee a Canadian loan o' 
£26 000,000 sterling for tho construction of 
tho Railway to the Pacific, provided Canada 
accept the Washington Treaty." It 
will bo remembered that, about the 
timo the terms of tho Treaty bearing 
upon Canadian interests became public 
there wbb a (tut of vague iniiuiutioo that tho 
Imperial Government would bo prepared to 
extend certain uoanoial ndvaDtigea lo Uana- 
de by way of inducing her acceptance ol 
the Treaty. Wlut haB hitherto been moro 
or les3 ehroudad in mjatery has been made 
quito clear and intelligible by yesterday's 
dispatch. How far Canada will be influenced 
by the golden boit held out t) her lomaitu 
to ba scon. It is by no meat s coitain that 
Canada would not have aoceptid the Treaty 
upon its own merits— that ia fca my, viewing 
it in all its national bearings; for Here ia lar 
too much loyalty in Canada to rcfuae t) re- 
gard the question from an Imperial point of 
view, or to do anything oaleulafed to embar- 
rass tne nation il it could bo avoided with 
duo regard to wliot is jest and honorable. 
But i* cannot bo douied tint the bait held 
out Is of a tempting character. Lot u see 
what the real valuo of the Imperial guarantee 
would be. It will be sale t? assume that 
the {.uaranloo would be worth ono per cent 
to Canada-that la t5 Day she oould 
get money at one Pf^Oent lens 
tniPrfHt with than without it. One per 
S on one Sundred and twentj-dve million 



dollars would oome to one million end a 
qnait?r. It will bo udmit'.ed that one mil- 
lion and a quarter dollars a year difference 
in the amount of interest payable by Canada 
is no contemptible consideration,— one which 
might be supposed to no far tiwards remun- 
eisting tho Dominion for any direct and con- 
sequential loss she miglt bo thought to sus- 
tain by throwing open her canals andicBhore 
fisheries to oit'zeon of the United States. 
But, what, it may be asked, dooa Canada 
want with a loan ol ono hundred and twenty- 
live roill'ions to oorairuc t the railway , when 
parties Bland prepared to undeitako the work 
upon terms involving only thirty millions? 
It is not in our power to give a definite and 
ialisiactiry answer; but it ia tol- 
erably obvious that this Imperial 
offer places the Dominion Government in a 
more favorable position to niako terms, 
and, it need bo to choose betwean building 
tho road as a Government work (an alterna- 
tive it is hoped thero will bo no reason to 
adopt) and granting largo land and money 
subsidies to any company that might uader- 
lako it. Tho Government will, with such a 
guarantoe roady at its back, be less at tho 
morcy of capitalists. Tims and space will not 
permit us io speculate upon tho probahlo in 
fluenco this new feature of tho caso may eiert 
over Parliament in bo far aa tho acceptance of 
tho Treaty, on the one hand, and tho adoption 
of any scheme tho Canadian Government may 
propound for the construction of the Railway, 
on tbo other hand, is concerned; but, looking 
at the subject generally, one would be inclin- 
ed to regard it as placing almost beyond a 
doubt, the acceptance of both by Parliament. 
At any rate, tho announcement mi-do in the 
British House cf Commons on Monday must 
have tho effect of shutting up croakers both 
at homo and abroad and convincing our 
neighbors a? well aa ourselves that tho Cana 
dian Pucific Railway is really going to be 
built — that Groat Britain is no less in oarnest 
than Canada in tho great work.

It ia not, per- 
haps, the legitimuti prerogative of ilio Gov- 
ernor to art in this matter; but it undoutt- 
edly is the duty of his responsible Ministers 
Probably in no country is the Sabbatn more 
Ftnctly and moro generally observed than in 
Canuda; and British Columbia will occupy a 
very lalae and uuenviable pesit'on should 
the striking contrast between har and ber 
SUt'r Provinces in Ihi' respect be coLtinned. 
The national motto of Great Britain is "an 
opsn Bible," aod Rigbteousnei s exalte □ n 
uution; but sio is t> disgrucu tt any people," 
is an article of our national faith, and is just 
as troo of British Columbia ts it is ol auy 
other part of Her Majesty's wide-spreading 
Dominions. And yet in no patt of tbis Pro- 
vince is fiere the slights t prtt nso_ to en- 
forcing a proper obs:rvaocu ol tho Subbnth;
